In connection with the teletype from the Dallas Office noted on the

leads were to be indicated by the Bureau. I pointed out to Clark that the Bureau 
had not authorized the coverage of any leads and desired to know if he had 
conducted investigation into the allegations concerning Freeman. 

Clark advised that the information set forth in their teletype was 
that which was incidental to other phases of the Estes investigation and that 
no investigation was conducted into the allegations concerning Freeman. The 
records of Neiman-Marcus Company were already in the process of being 
examined by them.

Mr* Walter Jenkins, Executive Assistant to the Vice 
Presidenl^ was interviewed on 4/18/62* MT* Jenkins was advised 
that with respect to this investigation, an allegation had been 
received that subject Estes on one occasion had given the Vice 
President a twin engine plane* It was indicated this plane was 
later Involved in a crash which killed the pilot and co-pilot, 

Mr* Jenkins was also advised that the second matter to be 
discussed with him did not concern an allegation or criticism of 
Mrs. Lady Bird Johnson, however, the Director wanted the Vice 
President to know that in connection with this investigation a 
statement had been made by one source reflecting that at one time 
Commercial Solvents Company had gotten into serious financial trouble 
and was “bailed out* by MTs* Johnson* 

Due to the Vice President’s unavailability, Jenkins 
advised he could handle this matter without ai^ difficulty whatsoever, 
however, he would telephonically contact the Vice President and advise 
him of the matter without delay. He stated that for the record the 
Vice President hardly knew Estes* He possibly met him at a State 
Democratic Convention in Texas on one occasion, however, had never 
known him at all until January, 1962. when Estes came to Tfashington 
to attend a DeitK>cratic dinner* Jenkins mentioned that the twin 
engine plane in question cost approximately $225,000 and was ordered 
and paid for by the then Senator Johnson* He stated that as a matter 
of fact the insurance moneys received as a result of the fatal crash 
allowed the Vice President to complete total payments for the plane* 
Jenkins made it quite clear that Vice President Johnson had not known 
Estes at the time the plane was purchased, furthermore, that Mrs* 
Johnson had never heard of the Commercial Solvents Company and, as 
a matter of fact, only knew Estes through reading about him in the 
newspapers* 

Jenkins stated that the Vice President on one occasion had 
sent Estes an autographed photograph at Estes' specific request, 
Jenkins mentioned that no 3lmportance should be attached to this fact 
inasmuch as the Vice President sends out 50 autographed photographs 
per day and, as a matter of fact, sends them out to ai^one who asks 
for one. 

Also on 4/18/62, Jenkins stated that the Vice President 
once again wanted to deny that he had ever had any dealings whatsoever 
with Estes, The Vice President also desired to make it a matter of 
record that anyone that had put out a noAioious rumor or lie of this

Secretary of Agriculture Orville Freeman was interviewed 
on 4/18/62. Mr. Freeman was advised that an allegation had been 
received that he had received a vicuna suit and two pairs of 
alligator shoes from Estes. 

Mr. Freeman appeared shocked upon receiving this 
information and stated that it was ”a goddam lie." He said that 
he had only met Estes on one occasion and that time in his, the 
Secretary’s, reception room. He said that he only shook hands 
with Estes and had had nothing to do with him. 

He indicated that he would like to know whether the 
source of our information was employed by the Department of 
Agriculture as he felt that many employees who mxght have 
grievances would report such untrue allegations. 

Secretary Freeman picked up the telephone, called the 
Attorney General, and asked the Attorney General what he should 
do. It is not known what the Attorney General told him, but he 
assured the Attorney General that he had never received any 
presents from Estes. He implied to the Attorney General that 
this might be some political trick to embarrass the Administration 
particularly in Texas. 

Mr. Freeman was furnished only the allegation set out 
above and no comments were made concerning it. He expressed 
his appreciation for the Director’s thoughtfulness in furnishing 
him this information and stated he wanted to assure 5ir. Hoover 
that there was not a word of truth to it.

Lady Bird Johnson had never heard of the Commercial 
Solvents Company which she was alleged to have bailed out of 
financial difficulty. He further added that }£rs. Johnson had 
never met nor heard of subject Estes except through reading 
about him recently in newspapers.
